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Bethany Home for Girls is 
operating at 72 W. Alegria 
despite the fact that it has 
twice been denied a busi¬ 
ness license, it was reported 
at the City Council meeting 
Tuesday night. 

This information led the 
Council to deny the home’s 
license application for the 
third time and to instruct 
City Administrator Lawrence 
C. Bevington to inform the 
home that: 

1. It is operating in vioia- 
tion of the City Zoning Ordi¬ 
nance. 

2. It must show within 60 
days that it has a legal right 
to operate or the city wiil 
take steps to terminate its 
activities. 

COUNCILMEN emphasized, 
however, that their action is 
in no way punitive, but is 
an attempt to establi.sh in 
the courts whether the home 
may continue to operate un¬ 
der the Zoning Ordinance. 

The Council felt a legal test 
is necessary. 

When Bethany made ap¬ 
plications for a business li¬ 
cense in 1955 and ’56, the 
zoning question did not ari.se 
since only five girls were 
living there and were .sliar- 
ing expenses, an arrange¬ 
ment which, Mr. Bevington 
said, is permissible under 
the law. 

Now, however, Mr. Boving- 
ton said, the home has from 
eight to 11 girls 16 years and 
older, and three .supervi.sors, 
and probably is actiteliy op¬ 
erating in violation of the 
ordinance.

Plans for a n^w Casa Co¬ 
lina to comprise one of the
